This final decision was given to 
Mr. Gompers. heading a delegation 
of high labor officiais, at the close 
of the third conference-of the day 
with Attorney General Palmer, and 
after Mr. Gompers had talked’ over 
the telephone with John L. Lewis, 
acting head of the United Mine 
Workers of América, at Indianapo- 
lis,

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NOVEMBER SALADS, 
The month of November bring to 
the markets curly escarolle, Ro- 


maine, California and Boston iet- 
tuce, for variety. Occasionally the 
thrifty housewife will feel that 
oWing to the increased cost ot 
salaus, during the fall e-1 winter 
Months that she can ford to 
eliminate them entirely or use them 
oceasionally. ; 

Surely this is a great mistake, 
for during the fall and winter 
months the body needs the vita) 
life-giving elements ot these succu- 
lent vegetables, and it is far wiser 
to cut down on the allowance of 
meat used at the evening meal and 
serve attractive salads to balance 
the menu. 

Do not waste a single bit of this 
green fu: Ca. .uiiy pick otf with 
the fingers all decayed or discviored 
parts and then wash the salad in 
plenty of water. Add one teaspoon 
of salt to the last rinsing water; 
this’ will remove all those tiny and 
almost invisible mites and slugs 
that frequently cling to the back 
of the salad plants. 

Watercress may also be added to 
the salad list and this piquant and 
peppery grass is very rich in iron, 
it belongs to the mustard family. 

Many combinations may be made 
to provide variety. Left over veg- 
etables may be combined with fine- 
ly minced green peppers and one 
finely chopped onion added to each 
cupful of the prepared vegetables. 
Turn this into a nest of lettuce and 
serve with a choice of salad dress 
ings. 

Try a combinatin of thinly sliced 
Bermuda onions and cooked string 
beans with either Russian or Cana-

FIGHT TO A FINISH 
IN COAL STRIKE 


Continued from First Page. 


whether it might oppose the request 
if miners asked for more time, not 
an unusual proceeding, officials de- 
clined to say. 

“The only thing that can stop the 
proceeding started by the United 
States is for the miners to call off 
the strike,” the attorney general re- 
iterated, time and again. 

Persistency of Gompers. 

The persistency with which Mr. 
Gompers presented plea after plea 
to the attorney general indicated his 
earnest desire to bring peace to the 
coal fields before the battle is wag- 
ed more heatedly in the 
courts. Accompanied by Matthew 
Woll, vice president, and Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, Mr. Gompers 
saw Mr. Palmer before the latter 
went to the white house for a word 
with the president and to outline 
the strike situation to the cabinet. 

The second meeting took place 
immediately after the cabinet ses- 
sion adjourmnel. It lasted an hour, 
and when the labor leaders depart- 
ed they were far more cheerful than 
they seemed tonight. Mr. Gompers 
told the attorney general they 
would return later, and Mr. Palmer 
intimated that Mr. Gompers would 
talk meanwhile with Lewis. 

Somebody asked Mr. Gompers, as 
he was entering the elevator after 
his third conference with the attor- 
ney general, if he had talked with 
Lewis. He wheeled about and snap- 
ped out that he would not answer 
that and would not say anything at 
all about any of the conferences or 
the coal strike. 

Various theories were advanced 
as to the apparen difference in the 
attitude of the labor leaders after 
the second and third conference. Re- 
turning to his office tonight, Mr. 
Gompers remained there for several 
hours. and was in communication 

rith labor officials here and else- 
where. 

Cabinet Members Silent. 

Not much came out of the cabinet 
meeting. All of the members de- 
clined to say what was taken up, al- 
though Secretary Glass, a trifle 
more communicative, smilingly 
turned his questioners away by say- 
ing it was just an hour and a half 
wasted. 

The stand-pat policy of the gov- 
ernment and its determination, as 
one official expressed it, “to go 
the injunction suit,” 
still has the undivided support of 
the cabinet, it was said, and the ab- 
solute approval of President Wilson.

Indianapolis, Ind., November 7.— 
There was no indication here to- 
night that an effort would be made 
a have postponed injunction pro- 

edings against the striking coal 
iit rs, set for hearing tomorrow in 
federal court, and attorneys for the 
gxovernment declared they were pre- 
pared to carry out their program. 

Attorneys for the miners tonight 
Stated they would make no effort 
to secure a continuance of the hear- 
ing, but that if their efforts failed 
to secure dismissal of the case thev 
would ask for a modification of the 
injunction to allow use of the strike 
benefit fund. 

Officials of the United Mine 
Workers of America, at interna- 
tional headquarters here, also re- 
fused to discuss the court action 
tomorrow or the possibility of set- 
tling the strike outside of the 
courts. John L. Lewis, acting presi- 
dent of the organization, when ask- 
ed tonight about the report that 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, had 
communicated with him concerning 
his conferences with Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer today, would only reply 
that he had nothing to say. 

When the injunction proceedings 
come up in court tomorrow morn- 
ing, it is expected that first argu- 
ment will be on the miners’ motion 
for dismissal of the government's 
petition for injunction.
